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THE HERALD ON THE BONDHOLDERS.— | 
The New York Herald is beginning to 
open against the payment of the won in 
specie, a question that is destined, sooner or 
later, to swallow up all others. It says, in 
an article published on Saturday : 

Let us examine the exacting claims of 
the bondholders. Frst, then, it is well 
known that not more than sixty per cent. 
in specie, on an average, Was ever paid for 
the bonds. A large portion was obtained 
for less. More than half the capital in- 
vested in them has already been retu 
in interest. Then nearly all the bondhold- 
ers have had their other property vastly. 
augmented in value through the apprecia- 


There is scarcely a real estate owner, for 
example, whose property has not doubled 
since the war commenced. In many cases 
it has been appreciated more than that. 
In fact, the Northern capitalists and prop- 
erty holders have become much richer 
from the war, while the mass of the peo- 
ple have become poorer and more heavily 

urdened. Had they suffered as the prop- 
erty holders of the South have, their de- 
mands would be less unreasonable; but 
they have been made rich and ought to be 
satisfied, without wishing to increase their 
bondholding wealth thirty per cent., at the 
ee of the overburdenced industrious 
class. 


As to the fine flourishes about national 
honor and Integrity, such as Mr. Reverd 
Johnson, the Britis — and the bond- 
holders’ organs here indulge in, they are 
all bosh. No great modern nation. except 
the United States, has ever paid its debt in 
specie. Hardly any have paid it at all. 
Even England, with all her pretence of 
honesty, reduced the interest on her debt 
from five and six per cent. to three and 
threeand a half. never can hope to 
pay the principal, and whenever the Brit- 
isi government has any surplus funds to 
apply to the liquidation of the national 
debt it does not bound to pay a hun- 
dred for stock nominally issued at a hun- 
dred. The National Debt Commissioners 
buy at the lowest rate they can and give 
only from eighty to ninety for consols, ac- 
cording*to the market.

Diekens how-it came thatGerman publish- 
. ers were obliged to be comparatively 
liberal in theirdealings with authors, ani! 
[ told him that many of our best and most 
oe German novelists—gentlemen and | 
adies whose names were household words 
in our country—were utterly -una-) 
ble to live. decentlyjf on the income | 
which they derived from their literary la-| 
bors. He seemed to be greatly surpris« d, 
and finally said: *Do you know, my friend. 
that 1 think you German writers are great 
fuols? Why in the world do you not com- 
bine against the publishers and compel 
them to compensate you more liberally ¢ 
See what the French dramatists have re- 
cently done. They were moderately well 
paid by the publishers of their plays: but. 
seeing that these gentlemen took thie lion’s 
share. they uni and said, ‘we will be- 
come our own publishers.’ That worked | 
exceedingly well. I have examined that 
matter somewhat closely, and found that | 
every dramatist received, und:r the new | 
arrangement, three times as much xs he | 
had got before. That is what ycu ought to | 
do, too. Your public will want your, 
works, and if your booksellers see that they 
cannot have them on the old terms, they 
will make more liberal offers. The great 
modesty on your part, in this respect,,is the 
worst of follies.’ I said this was all very 
well; first-class novelists could easily defy 
the publishers; but the dii minorum gei-_ 
tium were at the mercy of the publishers. 
‘No,’ said Dickens, ‘do you not know that | 
those authors whom you call second. and | 
third-rate novelists are often more Oe rag : 
than those who belong to the higher class? | 
It is thus with as, and the same is the case | 
in France, and, 1 have no doubt, in Ger- | 
many. too. Look into that matter, and you | 
will find thas authors and authoresses of | 
novels upon whom the critics look down | 
with supreme contempt, and whose works 
no g urnal will notice in its columns.
